Perging the Names ef Authors—Velumes 
that Won't Hold Together 

“ That's a counterfeit,” a down-town 
bookseller said, holding out what pur- 
ported to be a reprint of a work by & 
popular Pinglish writer. “I would not 
tell everybody so; but I will wager any 
amoun te 7 ey ‘that that work was 
not written by the author whose name 
is atache - to it. Itis simply the pro- 
ductior of some obscure peuby -a-liner, 
published under the mame of a well- 
known English writer to make it popu- 
Jar with a certain class of novel readers. 
‘This is one of the tricks of the publish- 
ing business, and not a very 
either. The deception has been prac- 
time: 1 so long that it is a wonder that it 
has not been exposed long ago. It is 
more fre ‘quently practise ‘d with cheap 
bound | 
books. Unscrupulous publishers of 
this class of literature use the names of 
many standard English story writers as 
a sort of stock in trade. T hey not only 
reprint their genuine productions almost 
@8 S00n as they appear in England, but 
they make this dishonest use of their 
names. Many publishers are so bold in 
practising this deception that they 


boast of itinasly way. There is no 
law against this practice, and so long as 
writers can be obtained who can so 


iT arly imitate the style of sts andard 
English authors that the counterfeit 
can scarcely be told from the genuine, I 
has ot suppose a novel reader cares 
whether he is humbuzgea or not. 

“T have known cases in which per- 
son~ who could not write @ paragraph 
tit for publication have been credited 
Wi authorship of literary produc- 
tious. The fictitions author, Bias 
happened to be a person of some notor- 
ity, and with his name attached the 
book became popular with a certain 
c iss of readers.

Avaricious publishers ure ruin- 
ine the retail book trade. The result is 
that the canvasser may make his $10,000 
a year, while the retail bookseller has a 
hard job to live. Book canvassers are 
literally doing the bulk of the book 
— ‘The cutting into the book trade 
by the dry goods bazaars is also having 
a bad cffect on this business. These 
stores ouly use books to advertise their 
business, and of course sell them much 
lower ‘than the retail dealer can. 
Regular dealers are forced to cat down 
their prices ina feeble effort to com- 
pete with the dry goods dealers. A 
certain Chicago publishing firm have a 
branch office in a dry goods establish- 
ment in thisgity.

PILLING THE SiLo. 

For economical filling, the tools, imple 
ments and conveniences should, as far as 
possible, be adapted to the cheap and easy 
performance of the work. That implie 
the making the best use of the machinery al 
ready owned onthe farm. For the cutting 
of the corn in the field I prefer and recom 
mend a common corn knife, or an old-fash 
ioned sickle. A strong reaper may do the 
work by horse power, but if the crop be 
heavy and the corn from ten to twelve feer 
high the rakes will not clean the board, and 
stalks will be draggled behind. For « 
hauling convenience or ordinary waggos 
may be made to serve by putting the wheels 
from a frontaxle on a hind axle. A truch 
ora waggon with low wheels and a large 
flat platform may be used. In either ol 
these cases, by trailing a gangway behind, 
the persons loading the fodder may carry if 
up in armfuls. 
veniences, nor do I recommend that way o1 
loading. In the way now to be described 
the handiest kind of a truck can be provid. 
ed. Three strong pieces of timber 6 by 6 
inches and each 12 feet long are used. Strong 
poles will serve the purpose if flattened on 
one side. They are placed 16 inches apart, 
centre to centre, and the middle piece is 
extended three feet beyond the two outer 
ones. Three feet from the other ends of 
the two outside pieces « 2-inch plank, 8 feet 
long, is securely bolted across the three 
12-feet pieces. A covering of planks is con- 
tinued, each securely bolted, until the plat- 
form comes to the end of the two outside 
pieces, leaving the middle piece extending.

Everything in the 
way of machinery equipment being ready, 
the filling may be commenced. From six 
inches to afoot of cut or uncut straw should 
be placed evenly over the bottom of the 
silo. Every farmer witha large crop should 
provide two of the carrying platforms already 
described. If the cora field be near the 
silo, one team will do the hauling. The 
stalks can be loaded most economically 
direct from the root. If the crop be aa ripe 
as it should be, wilting will be unnecessary. 
The person cutting the corn might as well 
throw it on the platform as on the ground, 
and thus avoid the double handling. The 
teamster might at the same time be loading 
on the same platform the corn which will 
have been cut and laid in armfuls on the 
ground during his absence from the field 
with the previous load. At the silo the corn 
can be fed into the cutter from the wagon 
platform. The horses may be changed from 
the loaded to the empty wagon.

During the filling care should be taken to 
occasionally level the heavier parte of the | 
stalks out against the sides of the silo.

When the silo is full, after the lapse 
of two days the sides and corners should be 
egain thoroughly tramped and afterwards 
covered with a layer from two to three feet 
thick of any kind of straw, cut or uncut.

SIZE AND COST OF SILOS, 

A silo 10 feet wide by 50 feet long by I€ | 
feet deep, inside measurement, will hold 
about 125 tons of settled corn silage. That 
is a desirable and convenient shape, and 
should not have any partitions. Every 100 
acre farm should have one of at least that | 
capacity. From the foregoing data the pro 
bable cost may be easily calculated. Where | 
lumber is cheap and the farmer does most | 
of the teaming work, the necessary cash out | 
lay need not exceed $1 per ton of capacity. | 
It will vary according to the finish of the 
building, the quality of lumber used, the 
price of material, ete. Tar-paper can be 
purchased and put on at an expense of frow | 
24 to 3 cents per square yard. Fifteen tons 
of silage per acre may safely be reckoned on, 
Every two tons of well cured corn silage has | 
a feeding value equal to one ton of ordinary — 
hay for the production of milk or the main: | 
tenance of cattle, horses and sheep ; and | 
1) tons of silage can be grown and cured 
at a total cost for rent, seed, labor, etc., not 
exceeding S125.

SUMMARY. | 
To sum up the whole matter— 
1. It is essential that the silo be air-tight | 
and frost-proof. 
2. The crop to be ensiled must be grown 
to a stage when the several plants will be 
almost mature. | 
3. The crop to be ensiled should be put ir 
loosely at first, to perm of quick and suf 
ficient heating; only the sides and cornert 
should be tramped. 
4. The tilling may proceed every day, 
every second day or every third day with 
coually satisfactory results. | 
5. The silage may be covered with cul | 
straw to a depth of two feet ; or it may be | 
left uncovered altogether at the expense of | 
wasting only the top six inches.
